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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination of features in the independent claims 1 and 16 were not found in the prior 
art. The prior cited in the last office action comprises information processor apparatus 
and method where the system decides whether an instruction is none of a plurality of 
predetermined instructions and if so the instruction is executed by an execution unit 
and if the instruction is not one of the plurality of instructions structure information is 
output for determining a circuit structure to execute the instruction and executing the 
instruction based on the structure information. Also the prior art (Nickolls patent No. 
6,959, 378) comprises in a processor that uses of structure information to configure a 
combinational circuit for processing a predetermined instruction. However these 
features are not deemed a combinable. Nickolls taught away from executing the 
programs using additional reconfigurable array or a coprocessor due to 
synchronization problems (e.g., see col. 2 line 60-col. 3, line 7). Also the Nickolls 
instructions are predetermined instructions that are executed as within a 
predetermined plurality of instructions the processor is able to execute (e.g., see col. 4, 
lines 1-49). Consequently the claimed apparatus and method comprising operations of 
executing an instruction on an operation unit that is decided to not be one of a 
predetermined plurality of instructions (that the processor executes when it is decided 
that the instruction is one of the plurality of instructions), and outputting structure 
information for determining the circuit structure and executing the instruction on a 
operating unit that includes a plurality of combinational circuits and has circuit structure 
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determined based on the structure information wherein the structure information 
includes a plurality of parameters each of which determines an operation of each of the 
combinational circuits was not found in the prior art. Note that Claim 16, does not 
specify that there were two operating units however the Nickolls system does not 
perform the claimed operation because in the Nickolls reference does not comprise the 
feature of deciding that an instruction is not within a plurality of predetermined 
instructions for executing the operation with combinational circuits that have circuit 
structure determined based on structure information.
